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All ertrances to Gydnia harbor are at present usadle. The breakwater 
head is still rmartiy destroyed, but is being reraiveal. The hulk of the 
GNEISENAU is not visible. A121 incorving non-Polish vessels ms% recort 
to the observation post on the south pier, and are aasiened an arned 
guard vho accorypanias then to their assirned berth. Guards are navy, 
custons, and police personnel. West Gorman vessela ara kept close to 
the observation post. Fernits to go ashore are screnbed by the harbor 
eartain located on the south plier. 


In Harbor Sasin Humber X, all piers were darared, but wooden orertency 
structures and “Alling have rade then usebdle. An ¢ affort is beine wade 
to restore toh: ee activity centers about the observation 


post and signal office. Except for a lone loading bridge on the nasi 
side of the harbor, the ins tallations are completely destroyel. ‘Six old 


torredo boats or escort vessels, from 400 to 600 tons, were in the harbor 
and av~parentiy in service on 22 Jarunry. 


In NYarbor Basin Vumbor II, the crane ins stallations on the north pier which 
were destroyed are now Sunctionine. Lares anounts of coal are tangs A nped 
fron this harbor. Five stearers of ahout 3,990 tone loaded +ith coal were 
on the north side of the harbor. Ton stean collierg wore anony the marr 
merchant shirs at anccov in the recdatesd. Three Polish fishine cteanes 
and several fishine cuthers had berths at the south pier. 


The shipyard, formerly the "Deutsche ' ferka, Kiel", ia Located in the north 
corner of Harbor Basin ‘iumber II, No warships are thera, Tuenty fishing 
cutters in various staccs of comrletion wore the woden-nullel, er K type, 
with strons motors. The former German steaner a°T.Ta SAUBSN was sied up 
at the wharf; it arparently wms raised and is being reconditioned. Tho 
old gun rountines vere on deck but there vere no weapons.
